'udge Heaton sustained a demurrer to 
several paragraphs of Coffee's answer 
n the case in which he holds that the 
•eform act of 1899 defines the duties 
if township trustees in relation to the 
advisory,board and any contract made 
11 violation, of this statute is void.

n 1899 specifies that trustees must 
either advertise, for bids where ex- 
penditures of. public money are to be 
made or must consult with the mem- 
bers of the advisory board and have 
t noted upon the records 
that an

until the comptroller called on him to 
do so. 
He admitted that the bureau 


sometimes made mistakes, but he cle 
nied that any favoritism had 
been 


shown or that any irregularities had 
been permitted. 


Trust's Tax is Cut. 


In the specifications cited in sup-

Indictment. 


MAIN COUNTS STAND 


Threo Miuor Points of Bill Oter- 


ruled—Decision Is Victory 


for the State. 


YOUNG PRESENTS A 


CLAIM FOR DAMAGE 


BOARD OP WORKS TAKES IT UN- 


DER ADVISEMENT. 


Big Batch of Routine Business is 


Considered at First Meeting - 


of New Body. 


, Indianapolis, Jan. 5.—Special Judge 
Wllborn Wilson today overruled the 
motion of counsel for David E. Sher- 
rick for a bill of particulars In the 
prosecution now pending against the 
former auditor in the crlnjinal court 
and in addition quashed three of the 
nine counts in the 
indictments on 


whloh the prosecution is baaed on the 
ground that they do not set out the 
commission of the crimes charged -In 
the language required by the statutes 
of Indiana. 
Counsel f6r Sherrlck gave notice 


* of exception to the ruling as to the 


bill of particulars. 


In ruling on the motion and quash- 


ing the parta of the indictment men- 
tioned Judge Wilson said: 
"This la 


the first time this question has been 
presented In an Indiana court and it 
has been considered only five times In 
the entire United States. The court 
falls to find any law to give the de- 
fendant in a criminal caas any right 
to file a bill for particulars. This pro- 
ceeding is naturally an attack on the 
Indictment. The supreme court has 
ruled many times tHat the only man- 
ner for the sufficiency of an indict- 
ment to be attacked is a move to 
quash. 


No Right to Grant It 


"Were this a civil court, and com- 


plaint were filed by' the prosecutor 
-without a bill of particulars, the court 
would have the right to order same 
allowed, but the court doubts that 
auch a right IB invested In a criminal 
court. I do not think tho law gives 
this court such a right, and I. believe 
that it would be an error: of the court 
If a bill of exceptions were granted in 
this case.. On. this ground I overrule 
the bill for particulars. 


"As to tne Indictments, the first 


count attempts to charge David 
E. 


Sherrick and "Willard S. Wickard with 
the embezzlement of the sum of $50,- 
000. It avers that at the time of the 
alleged 
embezzlement 
they 
were 


charged with the collection, safekeep- 
ing, receipt aud disbursement of, funds 


, for the state of Indiana, but it fails to 
state that they were charged with the 
collection, safekeeping, receipt and 
disbursement of tho $50,000 which, it 
la alleged, they embezzled, as required 
by the statutes of the state of Indi- 
ana defining the manner in which" the 
commission of a crime Shall be stated. 
The court therefore .sustains the mo- 
tion to qiiash the first count of the in- 
dictment. 


Some Counts Which Stuck. 


"The court holds that the second 


count of the indictment is sufficient 
and good and overrules the motion, to 
quash, and the same ruling Is made 
with reference to;the third and fourth 
counts. 


"Thfe fifth count charges Sherrick 


and "Wickard with conspiracy to com- 
mit embezzlement 
and the 
court 


holds that the count is insufficient for 
the reason given for the Insufficiency 
of the first cQunt, and sustains the mo- 
tion.to $uash. The same ruling is ap- 
plied to the sixth count, which at- 
tempts to charge Sherrick and Wlck- 
ard\ with conspiracy to commit a fel- 
ony. It Is not charged in that count 
that they were entrusted by reason of 
the holding of public office with the 
Eunds it Is alleged they conspired to 
steal, hence tho ruling In favor of the 
motion to quash. 


An Amazing Contention. 


"The seventh, eighth and ninth 


counts are sustained by the court as 
being good. The contention of coun- 
sel for the defense with regard to the 
eighth count, which charges the em- 
bezzlement of a. certain certificate of 
deposit, is that the money did not be- 
long to the state of Indiana; that until 
the arrival of one of his regular set- 
tlement days Sherricfc had the right 
to do what ne pleased with the money. 


"If the court .held that this conten- 


tion was good, it would be to hold that 
any public official might at any time 
acquire title to the moneys of the 
state or any of its funds by simply de- 
positing them in the bank in his own 
name. 


"No state ofilcer can acquire title 


to public property in this way, if he 
hae received the property in the name 
of the state and for the state. 
Con- 


sequently on this ground the court 
overrules the motion 
to quash the 


eighth aud ninth indictments." 


The Charges That Remain, 


By the action of special Judge WH- 


gon only five charges now remain In 
the Indictments against Sherrick. Six 
counts remain, but one of these, the 
seventh, is a repetition of the charge 
made In the fourth count. All the 
conspiracy charges are out 
The 


charges that remain are as follows, by 
counts: 


Second count, charges the embea- 


zlement of a certificate of deposit on 
the. Farmers and Merchants bank of 
Cicero, Ind,, for the sum of |?.765. 


Third count, charges toe larceny of 


$50,858 from Fletcher's National bank 
of Indianapolis. 


Fourth count charges the larceny ot 


$7,765 from the Farmer's and Mer- 
chants bank of.Cicero. 


Seventh count charges the embez- 


zlement of a certificate of deposit for 
$10,019.65 on the Columbia National 
bank. 


Ninth cotmt charges the larceny of 


$10,019.65 from the Columbia National 
bank.

are Immediately separated, hence tho 
Indictment against Willard S. Wickard 
standa u It djd when returned by the 
grand Jury.

DR. H. O. \VELhS MUST ANSWER 


IX FEDERAL COURT. 


Affidavit Charges That Vso of 
In- 


sigma by Specialist is Ytohi- 


tion of La\v, 


Under an affidavit which charges 


the unlawful use of tho symbol of the 
Red Cross society. Dr. Henry O. Wells, 
a specialist, with offices on Calhoun 
street between Wayne and 
Berry 
streets, was taken into custody by 
Deputy United States Marshall John 
A. Scott shortly 
after 
2 o'clock 


Friday. 
Dr. Wells was released by 


Commissioner T. J. Logan upon his 
own 
recognizance 
until tomorrow, 


when it is expected that Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney J. J. M. LaFollette will 
he in the city (o represent the govern- 
ment at the preliminary hearing. 


Dr. Wells has been for the past 


three years conducting offices for the 
practice of medicine in Fort Wayne 
under the name of the Red Cross Med- 
ical association, and he is believed to 
have established an extensive prac- 
tice. 
The affidavit under which the 


warrant was issued was filed by Dr. 
K. K. Wheelock, and it charges a vio- 
lation of a United States statute which 
prohibits the use of the design of the 
red cross by any person or corporation 
save the American Red Cross society 
or its authorized agents. In tho affi- 
davit Dr. Wells is charged with "un- 
lawfully displaying the sign of the Red 
Cross In front of his office or place of 
business in said city of Fort Wayne, 
and did then and there use said insig- 
nia of the red cross upoa a sign board 
observant to the. public, to induce the 
sale of medicines aud articles of mer- 
chandise." 


Dr. Wells stated when arrested that 


ho had never heard of an objection 
to the use of the insignia, and had 
never been aware of any statute which 
made its use unlawful.. The law in 
question was passed by congress about 
one year ago.

Colliery Wiped Out 


Many Lives. 


MEN ARE SUFFOCATED 


Number of Dead Proves Greater 


Than It Was First Supposed 


It Would. 


Blueflelds, W. Ya., Jan. 5.—Eleven 


more bodies were removed from the 
Coaldale mine today, making' a total 
of 23 in all, five whites and IS negroes. 
It was at first supposed there were 
but 21 men m the mines at the time 
of the explosion, but as the regular 
working force Is 75 men it was im- 
possible to tell the exact number hi 
the mines until a search, made by a 
rescuing party, which worked nearly 
all night, was completed. 


The rescuers succeeded, in entering 


the mine at 2 a. in. The bodies of the 
eleven victims were found 
by the 


searchers at the Crackernock entry of 
the mine, located at the extreme west 
end o£ the mine proper. 
: 


Mine Boss Williams, who at 
the 


time of the explosion was in the main 
entry and nearly 
a mile from the 


Craekernock portion, suffered 
from 


the concussion and was almost over- 
come by the dust and gases before he 
could reach the east drift mouth. The 
greater number of victims were work- 
ing some little distance from .the point 
where the explosion occurred 
and 


were found to have been- suffocated. 
Those located in the Crackerneck, or 
in room eleven of this portion, were 
terribly mangled. 


The damage to the mine Is very 


heavy and it will require considerable 
time to get that portion back in work- 
ing shape. The majority of the negro 
miners were from the eastern portion 
of Virginia and were the oldest min- 
ers in the Held.

LETTER EXPLAINS TRAGEDY. 


Frustrated Elopement Given as 
the 


Cause for Triple Murder. 


Caledonia, Minn., .Tan. 5.—A letter 


purporting to he from Pearl Wheaton, 
who was killed, and her mother and 
sister fatally wounded by Matt Styer 
Tuesday, 3tyer subsequently commit- 
ing suicide, was discovered yesterday 
and is receiving consideration in clear- 
ing up the mystery. 
The letter is ad- 


dressed to Styer and in it the dead 
girl is represented as promising to 
elope with Styer and making arrange- 
ments' lo meet him at hor home at 
midnight between Jan. 1 and 2, the 
hour the shooting occurred. 


In view of this discovery the theory 


is advanced in behalf of Styer that he 
went to the Wheaton home to assist 
Pearl to escape and was discovered by 
members of the family and fired on 
and that he shot hack in self-defense 
against the mother and sister, killing 
his sweetheart, Pearl, by accident, and 
that he killed himself when be realized 
how deadly his'aim was. 


Tho Wheaton family doubt the au- 


thenticity of Ihe letter and cling to the 
original story (hat a triple murder and 
suicide was deliberately planned.

Telia Where Book Is. 


Ollie Roberts yesterday told her as- 


tounding tale of police graft to An- 
drew C. Maroney, police commission- 
er of St. Louis, who was assistant cir- 
cuit attorney under Folk. 
She like- 


wise told him where tho ledger was 
and made arrangements for it to be 
turned over to him immediately on his 
arrival In St. Louis. 


The "graft book" covers a period 


of five, years. 
It mentions hundreds 


of names well known in St. Louis, 
and visitors to the city are numbered 
by the thousand. 
Ninety-one women 


are named as figuring in the robberies 
arid the record of each theft tells how 
much went to the proprietor, 
how 


much to the woman who perpetrated 
tbe theft, how-much to the police and 
whether or not the victim made any 
complaint to the officers. 
The woman 


will be taken lo St. Louis next week 
to testify before the grand Jury in cor- 
roboration of the entries in her book. 


How Police Kept Tab. 


In her story to the police commis- 


sioner yesterday she said the police 
compelled her and other proprietors of 
panel-houses to decorate their rooms 
In accordance with a color scheme de- 
vised by the officers. This was In ord- 
er to .enable them to tell where rob- 
beries occurred when victims could 
not remember the location oE the hous- 
es, but could describe the decorations. 
The police then hurried to get their 
share, but not to force restitution of 
the stolen property. 
She also said 


that she had an agreement with the 
police when she was convicted that 
every effort will be made to obtain 
a pardon for her. 
If this failed, it was 


decided she was to commit suicide. 
She learned later, she says, that this 
was merely a trick on the part of the 
police to get her to end her life, so 
she could not expose them. 


Sam Lears, who for many years was 


a professional bondsman in the dis- 
trict known as the bad lands, now is 
telling the grand jury what he knows 
about police corruption. 
His story is 


said to corroborate that of ihe Roberts 
woman. 
Lears yesterday applied for 


a permit to carry a revolver, saying 
he hart been apprised that the police 
had offered a man ?300 to kill him.

The main 
exchange was closed over a strong pro- 
test from William L. Moellertng. secre- 
tary and general manager of the com- 
pany, but he was told that it could not 
be avoided. 


Miss May Walbolt-had been com- 


plaining several days of not feeling 
well and both she and her sister re- 
mained nt homeFriday and lelepLonacl 
Dr. J. W. McCausland, who , is their 
family physician, to call when he was 
in the neighborhood. Friday forenoon 
he and Dr. H. O. Brucggeman were out 
Investigating sanitary conditions and 
looking up a number of cases oC small- 
pox that are thought to be concealed 
in the city and a call was mado at tlio 
Walbot home. 


A cursory examination revealed that 


both of the young women were suffer- 
ing from mild cases of smallpox that 
were modified by vaccination, and the 
investigation that resulted in closins 
the exchange started from this point. 


Closed the Exchange. 


The health authorities went imme- 


diately to consult Mr. Moellerlng and 
explained that they would be compel- 
led to close down the business long 
enough to fumigate the rooms, -which 
made It impossible for any o£ the 
operators to work on account of the 
fumes of the preparation used for the 
purpose. 


There were twenty-five young women 


at work when the place was closed. 
They were told that they must quit 
work and submit-to being dfslnfectea 
and consternation followed the infor- 
mation. However, their was nothing 
to do but bow to circumstances that 
involved the general health of the city 
and in a few minutes three physicians 
engaged in the task of spraying their 
clothing with formaldehyde . and in- 
structed them to get vaccinated at 
once if they expect to resume their 
duties when the oirices are operated. 


Ail of the books, papers, furniture 


and everything about the office were 
disinfected, 
even the cash on. hand 


was locked up in tha safe with a liber- 
al portion of the germ destroyer. 


Changed Their Minds. 


While all o! this was going on sub- 


scribers were being dropped out as 
fast as the operators were called from 
their boards and there were things do- 
ing ami some things said that prob- 
ably fractured the commandments and 
statutes. Three irate'subscrlbers went 
to the office to tell the general mana- 
ger, all the operators and everybody 
connected with the building where to 
back in, but were told that there had 
been smallpox in the building and they 
changed their minds. 


Although the patients who are suf- 


fering from the Infection have it la a 
mild form, a most virulent type could 
be imparted by them to others and this

"Mr. Tilforfl," witness said, "told 


me that they had just absorbed Sco- 
fleld, Schnrmer & Teagle and reorgan- 
ized it as the Republic Oil company. 
When I got to Cleveland I was not to 
be known as a Standard Oil company 
employe." 


"Were you Instructed never to let 


it be known you had been employed 
by the Standard Oil company?" 


'Tes." 
Witness accepteu the position and 


went to Cleveland. 


He said that he found as president 


of the Republic Oil company C. L. 
Nichols, who, before becoming presi- 
dent, was secretary to Walter Jen- 
nings. Nichols, he said, had an office 
at 26 Broadway. 1'he vice president 
of the Republic Oil company was Wal- 
ter Teagle, now, witness understands, 
a member of the committee on export 
trade of the Stan lard Oil company. 


Witness also met at Cleveland W. 


T. McKee, auditor of the Republic Oil 
company, who formerly was auditor 
of the Standard Oil company, and he 
also met H. L. Terrell, formerly cash- 
ier of the Sioux City branch of the 
Standard Oil company. Witness was 
in Cleveland about four weeks ago and 
visited the territory served by the Re- 
'iiblic Oil company. He went to De- 
troit. Grand Raptus, 
Chicago, Des 


Moines, Omaha, Kansas City and St. 
Louis. The Republic Oi! company was 


doing business under that name In 
Kansas City and St. Louis. 


Instructed to Misrepresent. 


"What instructions were given by 


the ii£pul)He -••.! company to its agents 
in reierence to representing it as a 
competitor of the Standard Oil com- 
pany?" asKed Mr. Hadley. 


"The managers

states were under the impression that 
the Republic Oil company was inde- 
pemleiu from t^e Standard Oil com- 
pany.

Witness said hi that time he had 


been In correspondence with H. L. Ter- 
rell, Walter C. Teagle and R. P. Tius- 
Icy. 
Mr. Tinsley, witness said, was 


agent of the domestic trade depart- 
ment, of the Standard Oil company of 
26 Broadway, and who became vice- 
president of the Waters-Pierce 
Oil 


company, hut was not then connected 
with it. 
Witness also knew 
a Mr. 


Backus, traveling auditor of the Stand- 
ard Oil company, then of 26 Broadway, 
but Tvho became assistant secretary of 
the Waters-Pierce Oil 
company in 


1904. 


After he left 
Cleveland, witness 


returned to Albany in the employ of 
the Standard Oil company. 
He had 


arranged the "transfer," as he describ- 
ed it. with C. L. Nichols. 
The word 


'transfer." he said, is a Standard Oil 
term. He remained at Albany about a 
month and then went to the Atlantic 
Refining company of Philadelphia. 


"Was that a transfer or a change of 


employment?" asked Mr. Hadley. 


It was a transfer and was made 


through Walter .ieimlngs." 


After six months witness -went back 


to Albany and remained less than a 
week when he resigned. 
Afterward 


he was re-employed by the Standard 
Oil company at Albany 
for 
fifteen 


months and was then asked to resign. 


Gave Up the Letters. 


"Did you have any 
conversation 


with the Albany manager about the 
ietterg you had from the Republic Oil 
company?" asked Mr. Hadley. 


"Yes," said the witness. "It was in 


March. 1904. I asked Mr. Vandusen, 
then Albany manager, for another po- 
sition and ae said he would write to 
L. J. Drake, tormerly of Indianapolis, 
Chicago and Kansas City. He asked 
me if I had the leuers to ihe Repub- 
ic Oil company and I said I did. He 
said 1 might stay with the Standard 
Oil company five, ten or fifteen years, 
but 1 would never get a better position 
until I gave up those letters. I finally 
;aye them up and sent them to Walter 
Ten.nin.gs. 
After eight weeks I was 


re-employed. 
When I resigned 
the 


tandard Oil company gav-e me an ad i 


vance on my salary and ottered me a 
ticket abroad good only one way. It 
hail no return coupon on it. I asked 
them for the equivalent in cash. I 
was a native of England. 
That is 


where they wanted me to go when I 
quit."

Present Resources of Nature Will Be 


Exhausted in Time. 


The danger of exhausting the earth's 


resources and, the duty owing to the 
generations, yet to come are pointed 
^out by Professor Nathaniel Southgate 
Shaler in a recent boot, "Man and the 
Earth." 


According to Professor Shaler the 


us* of iron four 
centuries ago was 


probably not ten 
pounds per capita 


each year; in the United States it Is 
now over 5uO pounds", and in a century," 
unless the progress is checked, It will 
be a ton, and the use of other metals 
grows in a similar scale. The produc- 
tion of coal in the same period in Eu- 
rope and America has increased from 
a pound to two tons per capita; At 
the present rate the coal supply will 
be exhausted before the twenty-thim 
century. 


The case is still more serious as re- 


lates to food 
supplies. 
Tillage ex- 


poses tne soil to the destructive action 
of rain and thc crops take out soluble 
minerals more rapidly than, they are j 
restored, 
in Italy, Greece and Spain i 


the* measure of this damage is dis- 
tressingly apparent, but it is going on 
everywhere except in a few flat re- 
gions lilts Kngland and Belgium. Even 
in tli; prairie lands of the Mississip- 
pi valley this impoverishment is al- 
ready apparent. 


On the other-lar.d the human race 


steadily grows, and Professor Shaler 
agrees with Malthus so far as to say 
that in a historic sense the world will 
soon be near the iood limit. But he 
holds that there will be a decrease in 
tne birth rate, as in France, rather 
than an abasement in the mode of life, 
so that clearly President Roosevelt is 
lighting against the current. 


Taking the world over, there Is still 


room for the doubling of the popula- 
tion. How much additional soil may 
be reclaimed from 
the sea or from 


morasses can not yet be accurately 
determined. In 
Europe perhaps 10 


per cent. In the United States drain- 
age may acid 100,000 square miles, with 
a food-giving value four tinies that of 
Illinois, and irrigation may yield still 
further gains. Tne world over'drain- 
age and irrigation 
may yet provide 


soil to feed tne entire present popula- 
tion. 


In water power North America is 


better off than any other continent. 
Next comes Africa, 
with the 
Nile, 


Zambesi, the Congo and the Niger. 
The eastern face of the Andes also has 
great possibilities, and the southern 
slope of the Himalayas. The rivers of 
the earth promise to supply more pow- 
er than is now derived from all sources 
and will be rapidly developed as coal 
fails.

avenue,,where the Gentry family Hveo. 
Mrs. Gentry was about to leave pre- 
paratory to going down town, when 
Constantino attacked her 
and after 


cutting her throat from 
ear to ear, 


pushed her out into the hallway and 
threw her down a flight of stairs. The 
woman fell.agains^ the door of the 
apartments occupied by Dr. .David J. 
Doherty on the floor below. The phy- 
sician, hearing the noise, came to the 
door and at once took Mrs. Gentry into 
his office and endeavored to save her 
life, but she had lost so much blood; 
tbat she died within a few minutes. 
Dr. Doherty at once telephoned for the 
police, but Constanime had fled before 
they arrived. 
Thomas Lindboe, the 


janitor of the building, declared tbai 
Constantine came-running down tha 
hack stairway without his hat or coau 
and asked Lindboe to go back and gei 
his hat for him. Before he could com- 
ply with the request 
Constantino 


dashed into the street and fled. A 
razor belonging to Constantine 
ana 


covered with blood was found on the 
floor of the apartment in which tha 
crime was committed. 


Crime Puzzles Husband. 


Mr. Gentry arrived at his home a 


short time after 
his wife had been 


killed hut was unable to throw any 
light upont the cause of the tragedy. 


"I cannot conceive," he said, "of any 


reason why any person In the world 
should attack my wife. The entire af- 
fair is a complete mystery to me." 


Dr. Doherty, who made the effort to 


save the life of Mrs. Gentry, declared 
that from the nature of the wound he 
had formed the opinion that Mrs. Gen- 
try had been attacked 
from behind. 


The razor, he declared, had severed 
the windpipe and every large artery 
anil vein In the neck and that no medi- 
cal aid could have saved the woman 
after she had been attacked. 


It was learned later in the day that 


.Constantine is the son of a wealthy 
man living iu New York city. It ia 
reported also that he is a member of 
the firm of John Constantine & Son, 
whose place of business is situated in 
Harlem. 
The man was young and 


from the clothing and letters found, in 
his room by the police it is evident 
that he had ample money to 'spend. 
There was evidence that he had beec 
stopping at the most expensive hotels 
in Pittsburg, Boston ana other eastern 
cities. So far as known he hart no em- 
ployment but was living on money sent 
to him from New /ork.

VERY WIDELY KNOWN 


Long Identified 
With 'Bus Burn 


Here—Remains Will Be Inter- 


red in Fort Wayne. 


Emmet M. Powers, formerly identi- 


fied with the 'bus and transfer business 
in Fort Wayne and very widely known 
in this city, died Saturday morning at 
his home In Kansas City, Mo. News ot 
Mr. Powers' death was communicated 
in a telegram to Win. Geake In tha 
afternoon, advising him that tho re- 
mains would be brought to Fort Wayne 
for interment, arriving Monday. The 
funeral services were held Tuesday 
afternoon under Masonic auspices. 


Mr. Powers was 57 years of age. Ho 


was a native of Allen county, born In 
Wayne township, April 7, 1848, and ha 
grew to manhood in Fort Wayne. He 
was educated in the city schools, and 
in 1858 engaged In the manufacture of 
handles in this city with his father, 
John Powers, a prominent pioneer of 
the county. 


In 1870 Mr. Powers became a part- 


ner of C. P. Fletcher in-the baggage 
and transfer business, and when In 
1S78 
Mr. Fletcher sold his interest In 


the businees the firm became Powers 
& Barnett, the new- partner being A. 
G. Barnott, of this city. On October 
1, 1879, Mr. Powers retired from the 
business, removing to a large 
farm 


which he purchased near Roanoke. In 
September, 1881, Mr. Powers returned 
to Fort Wayne, engaged for a short 
time In the purchase and sale of horses 
and cattle, and In 1882 repurchased an 
Interest in the transfer business, ana 
the old firm name of Powers & Bar- 
nett was resumed. 


Goes to Kansae City. 


In 1892 the firm embarked in the 


baggage and transfer bnsineBS in Kan- 
sas City in addition to its Interests in 
Fort Wayne, and Mr. Powers removed 
to that city to manage the Kansas City 
end ot the firm's business. Four years 
later the firm dissolved partnership, 
Mr. Powers retaining the Kansas City 
property, and Mr. Barnett and his sons 
taking over tnc Fort Wayne business, 
which they are still conducting. Mi1. 
Powers was very widely known in Fort 
Wayne, and he made occasional visits 
to this city. He was identified with a 
movement to establish a new transfer 
line here a year or more ago, but the 
plan was never consummated. In Kan- 
sas City his property interests were ex- 
tensive, ana he occupied a position of 
prominence in the business world. 


Mr. Powers was high in Masonic cir- 


cles, and the Scottish Rite branch ot 
that fraternity will be in charge of tho 
funeral service. The deceased Is sur- 
vived by the widow and one son.

Sows in the Fall. 


It is a most common thing to see 


the gilts In fall 
sales of pure bred 


hogs sell barely above market price,, 
while the boars go at prices which 
raise the general average to a point ot 
profit for the seller. Were there as lit- 
tle demand for boars in the fall as 
there is for sows, fall sales would be- 
come a thing of thp past. While a good 
lire is Indispensable in any herd, the 
fellow who sits at a ringside and per- 


th, long bodied, well-form- 


e'd gilts to sell at sacrifice simply be- 
cause he is not quite ready to buy, 
takes dollars out of his own pockets. 


Ho is willing to wait until January 


or February and buy this same class 
of females, bred at averages twice in 


ISB of those made in the fali sales, 


this. 
-—.. 
enough for use on these gilts, and it 
is rarely true that he can afford to pay 
for the service of the other 
fellow's 


boar. 
There is even a more important rea- 


son than any named why sows should 
be bought in the fall. The sow which 
is developed, bred and fed to a point 
of proper sale condition by the breed- 
er and then passes into 
different 


hands just at a critical time before 
farrowing, and undergoes a change of 
food ration, 
and 
is 
subjected to 


changed conditions generally, is much 
less likely to produce a good strong 
litter and raise them, than the sow 
that is fed and cared for by the same 
man and under tho same conditions* 
from the time she is bred until she 
farrows and raises her litter. 


If one is desirous of procuring a lit- 


ter from some eminent sire it is even 
cheaper to buy a good gilt at, the-price 
at which she can be procured at. the 
average fall sales, and pay the service 
fee of the boar 
to which one wants 


her bred, which in almost any case, 
does not exceed §25. 


For the man who has an extra good 


Pire, it is almost more profitable to 
pick up good gilts at the prices 
at 


which they can be bought In the fall 
sales, and breed them for a spring 
sale, than to raise them. The wide- 
awake buyer will be in attendance at 
these fall sales, picking up the snaps 
that are ever available in open sows. 


TEMPERATURE FOR CARNATIONS. 


Remember that nearly all 
failures 


with the carnation comes from keep- 
ing it too warm. 
A winter tempera- 


ture of 40 degrees at night and 55 by 
day suits them best of all. 
They will 


stand it to grow in a room no warmer 
than this by day and down to almost 
the frost point by night, and yet bloom 
right along. 
They will endure ten or 


fifteen degrees of heat more than they 
really prefer provided this heat is miti- 
gated in every way. 
Keep the foliage 


very clean in such coses and a dish of 
water on the dish or radiator. 
The 


latter will steam as it becomes hot 
and help to overcome *he excessive 
dryness of a close, hot, room. Tt is a 
dry atmosphere 
that 
carnations al- 


ways develop most of their diseases 
in. '

FIGHTING THE NODULE DISEASE. 


Sheep May Be Protected and Cured by 


"Bare Lot" Method. 


The nodule 'disease in sheep has 


caused great loss to farmers in every 
part of the country and no entirely 
successful method of preventing infec- 
tion has yet been discovered. 
The 


Louisiana station 'has been working 
on the "bare 
lot" idea for several 


years and finds that practically all the 
lambs would be brought to weaning 
age without infection, at which time 
they could be turned onto clean pas- 
tures without further danger of infec- 
tion. 


In 
the absence of intestinal para- 


sites, other than the nodule disease 
WOHII, lambs intended for feeding for 
the early or other markets may be 
raised In this way without their health 
being impared or their general condi-

It goes without saying that 
meu 


working for wages, prefer any other 
occupation to farming. Why this is so 
we do not inquire; the fact is suffi- 
ciently obvious. 


A remedy may be sought by a re- 


versal of these tendencies. 
Smaller 


land holdings, more farmers' boys at 
work in the fields, more diversified in- 
dustries; these are some of the safety 
valves that may 
help 
relieve 
the 


strain. The process will be slow, just 
as the present situation' has been of 
gradual growth. 


If these observations are correct, an 


important duty devolves upon the lead- 
ers in agricultural . development, the 
teachers in the agricultural schools, 
the writers in the farm journals. It is 
to organize and teach 
a 
system of 


farming adapted to the condition of 
the labor supply. A system that wili 


the possibility; owing to the j meet the needs of tne small farmer, 


the parasite, of auto- tne owner ol

have free access at all times, in con- 
junction with the method, more satis- 
factory results might be looked 
for 


than was even obtained in our experi- 
ment. 


When the lot becomes infested with 


other intestinal parasites, 
such 
as 


stomach 
and tape worms, etc.; the 


method alone wili not prevent Infesta- 
tion of theilambs by such parasites. 


VALUE OF 
ROOTS 
GRAIN. 


TO MIXED 


We believe the 
value of feeding 


roots to hogs in winter is overesti- 
mated sometimes. 
They won't do 


everything. 
In. our experiments 
we 


found that about six pounds of roots 
were eciual to one pound of mixed 
grain. This is very similar to the re- 
sults obtained in Denmark, where six 
to eight pounds of roots were found 
to equal in feeding value one pound 
of mixed grain. We have found roots 
very valuable in feeding, not so much 
because they are an economical food, 
but because they kept the.hogs in 
good thrift and prevented pigs from 
getting too fat. 
Hogs seem to need 


some bulky food, and the roots an- 
swer this purpose. 
We think roots 


are excellent to mix 
with 
ground 


wheat, nnd find nothing better 
for 


young pigs than finely ground oats 
and shorts or middlings. Other grains 
are introduced as the pigs grow old- 
er, as we do not find oats an economi- 
cal food for 
fattening.

man lacks capital

hired man rather than attempt to pay 
rent or interest, take the risk of short 
crops or low prices and the annoyance 
of the labor proo.em. I have in mind 
several young men who, working by 
the month, accumulated what seemed 
to them almost like a small fortune, 
but, 
going into business on their own 


account, quickly got rid of the savings.

GOOD THINGS FOR HOGS. 


The following prescriptions will not 


cure hog cholera—nor will anything 
elseiyet discovered, but they will keep 
the hogs In good condition. 
Choose 


one which you will have prepared to 
give your hogs, say every sixty days, 
and at any time they seem unwell: 


(1). Wood charcoal 1 lt>.; sulphur, 


1 lb.; sodium chloride, 2 Ibs.; sodium 
bicarbonate, 2 Ibs.; sodium hyposul- 
phite, -2 Ibs.; sodium sulphate, 1 lb.; 
antimony sulphid, 1 lb. 


Pulverize thorough!}', mix well, and 


give one tablespoonful to each 200 
pounds of live weight of hogs treated 
one a day for several days. 


(2). 
Sulphur, 21bs.; 
copperas, 
2 


Ibs.; madder, 2 Ibs.; black antimony, 
\^ lb.; saltpetre, ^ lb.; arsenic, 2 
ounces. 


Mix with 12 gallons of water and 


give one pint to.each hog. This will 
be sufficient to dose 100 hogs. 


(3). 
Salt, 4 tbs.; black antimony, 1 


lb.; copperas. 1 lb.; sulphur, 1 lb.; 
saltpetre, % lb.; wood ashes, 1 peck. 


Pulverize and mix thoroughly, moist- 


en and put enough in a trough to pre- 
vent waste and put where hogs can 
have access to it at all times. If dis- 
posed to have cholera, they will eat 
it very freely; at other times they will 
eat less, or perhaps none at all.

Secretary Wilson Advances Some New 


Propositions About Sugar 


Making. 


The enormous 
expense 
attending 


the establishment, of sugar beet fac- 
tories has had much to do with the 
comparative slow growth of the in- 
dustry. 
Secretary Wilson 
believes 


that there should be one large central 
plant In each sugar beet state 
and 


many smaller-ones at which ihe crude 
sugar can be extracted from ihe beets, 
the pulp returned to the grower anil 
the crude sugar 
forwarded 
to the 


larger factory for refinement. 
Says 


Secretary Wilson, "If there could be 
one bis refining factory in the stale 
of Iowa and iheu a number of small 
plants scattered 
through 
the state, 


which could reduce the beets to crude 
sugar, reiurning the pulp immediately 
to iho fanners, it would enable the lat- 
ter to use their pulp to great advant- 
age ami would stimulate sugar beet 
growing. 


"Another intportaiit advantage would 


ho the more economical conduct of the 
larger factory. Xo-.v, as you know, the 
great factories can be run but a few 
months each year, and during the rest 
of the time the interest on the plant 
eats into tho profits. 
If we can pro- 


duce crude sugar at small and inex- 
pensive factories, that product being 
imperishable, could 
he 
worked up 


gradually at the manufactory through- 
out the year, and we would thus obvi- 
ate the necessity of shutting down at 
all. The capacity of Iho big refinery 
could he regulated according to the 
prospective output of raw material at 
the small factories. With such a sys- 
tem of small factories the pulp could 
he utilized to the very best advant- 
age. It can be stored in silos as well 


WESTERN FARMERS LIKE MILLET 


They Say It Can be Produced Easily 


and Fed With Profit. 


Farmers are beginning to learn that 


millet 
is 
a very valuable food for 


lambs and hogs. They feed wheat in 
some western state and that is better 
ihan millet, even at relative prices. 


The millet most grown 
is 
Black 


Voronezh, commonly known as "hog 
millet," and must be ground for lambs. 
When the seed is fed whole, it has 
little value, as n Is not digested. 


Prof. Henry, of the Wisconsin sta- 


tion, says millei possesses a nutritive 
value almost equal to that of oats and 
has practically the same per cent ot 
nutriments. 


It yields from 20 to 30 bushels per 


acre and is easily grown. When fed 
hogs it produced a layer of pure whi^e 
fat that is better than that made by bar- 
ley or wheat. But It. does not furnish 
as good a ration as either of the other 
grains. A bushel of millet, 50 pounds, 
is equal to a bushel of barley, 
48 


pounds. Millet meal was found not to 
be so good for a fattening ration as 
barley meal or wheat meal for swine 
during extremely cold weather. 


In feeding the lambs the South Da- 


kota experiment-station estimates that 
millet is worih 40 cents a bushel, the 
same as corn, although as a feed for 
stock It has no value in the local mar- 
ket.

A New Method of Grafting^-At the rerfcnt meeting: of the American Pomologl« 
cal society the following method of grafting was described by a gentleman from 
Colorado, who stated that it was the most successful method that he had .employed 
:n top-working: old orchard:;, and that it could be used on branches as large as 
four inches in diameter with great success. It impressed mo ns being far better 
tnan ordinary cleft grafting, especially for large stocks, from the fact that the 
surfaces of the union were fill smooth and 
the scions held more firmly. 
The 
method of procedure is as follows: After det.-rminins where thfi Kraft Imd better 
go. the stock is cut on! with n fine saw nnd the cut made in thesideof tho stock.as 
shown at "A.". This Is then cleaned out with a knife-as shown at "B;" a sad- 
dler's knife is used for this purpose, outline of which is shown at "R" The scion 
is cut as is usual in cleft grafting, ana is driven with some little force, into the 
groove in the stock, as shown at "C," and In cross? section "D." It will be found 
that after this graft has beim driven In it can only Ije pulled out by using consid- 
erable force, and it is held "much more firmly than ir. the ordinary cleft graft. It is 
undoubtedly well adopted to take the place of cleft grafting for all stocks over 
three-quarters of an inch in diameter, if you fry it you will UP surprised at tho 
firmness with which the scion will stick in the stock. All wounds should be cov- 
ered with wax as in ordinary cleft grafting.

The average yield is far 
too low, but the remedy lies with the 
farmer. 
The average is now but 8 


tons. If we will grow an average of 
15 tons per acre' we will be independ- 
ent of a protective tariff. That is, 15 
tons per acre and 18 per cent, sugar. 
That will beat the world." 


"Even the Philippines, wherfe they 


can produce sugar 
for a 
cent a 


pound?" was asked. 


"Yes, we can even let tho bars down 


(o the Philippines, and that is coming 
sometimes, coming without fail. 
You 


see our farmers hayc on advantage 
over those 'in tropical countries. Our 
farmers diversify their crops and, con- 
sequently, do not exhaust the fertility 
of their soil. In tropical climates they 
grow the same crops year after year 
with 
constantly 
decreasing 
yields. 


Why even in Hawaii they are already 
needing commercial fertilizers. They 
have to send to Chili for nitrogen, to 
Florida for phosphate and to Germany 
for potash, and then they have to im- 
port coal from 
British 
Cplumbia to 


pump water for irrigation, and to nil 
this expense they must add a consid- 
erable sum for transportation, before 
they can roach the market that is at 
our door. 


"Our early growers madeoa blunder. 


They tried to cultivate beets, perhaps 
naturally,

Europeans and had their best crops

But in the last part ot his sermon he 
put in "the amusement," as tho col- 
ored man called it. 


If any of you wonder why I, who 


am somewhat interested in politics, 
depart from 
political 
subjects and 


speak upon religions themes, 1 might 
say to you as a reason that I have 
found an ethical awakening that is 
leading so many of the preachers to 
consider matters of -government that I 
feel justified in taking a vacation and 
speaking religiously. I might suggest 
that it the ministers would help us a 
little more in good government we 
might havo some leisure to help them. 


Then, I have 
another reason for 


speaking upon 
a religious 
theme. 


When I speak upon n political subject 
1 find it necessary to secure the co- 
operation of tho majority of the people 
before 1 can put the thought into exe- 
cution and sometimes 1 have fount! it 
difficult to secure the necessary co- 
operation; hut when I speak upon a 
religious theme I feel that if I can 
touch one human life for good I have 
done something, no matter how small 
the minority ciay be. 


Then, It is necessary to do inoro 


religious talking than political talk- 
ing. Why, one campaign In four years 
will keep us la pretty fair shape polit- 
ically, but It takes 
two sermons a 


week to keep us in good shape relig- 
iously. That shows the Importance of 
the.subject about which I am to speak 
this ' afternoon. 
Then, too, I know 


that no matter how good the govern- 
ment may be somo miss some of its 
blessings and no matter how bad a 
government may be thoso who live as 
they should escape some of its sever- 
ities. 
Then, the government 
affects 


only a part o£ our lives, while relig- 
ion affects all of our lives. The gov- 
ernment affects only that part of our 
existence which we spend here, while 
religion touches that part which we 
spend beyond the grave. I am glad, 
therefore, to speak to you upon a sub- 
ject distinctly religious. 


I do not want you to call what I say 


a sermon, for I am not a preacher. I 
,am just a, layman. I hate monopoly, 
'and I am not, willing that even the 
ministers should monopolize all the 
blessings of religion, nor do I believe 
that upon them only rests the respon- 
sibility for speaking on that subject. 
A minister's sermon 
is of little ac- 


count If he has not back of that ser- 
mon a life in harmony with that ser- 
mon. 


1 will not offer any apology, there- 


fore, In speaking upon a 
religious 


theme, but I have some good reasons 
for occupying aome time with this 
subject. I have found occasionally a 
young man who thought it a sign of 
Intellectual advancement and strength 
to be skeptical. I have found young 
men who thought 
it smart to call 


themselves "liberal" in religion. Re- 
ligious sentiment Is not the result of 
fear or superstition. It is due to the 
fact that we recognize our own insig- 
nificance and look to the one who can 
forgive us. 
Religion la the relation 


that man fixes between himself and 
his God, and if any one says that he 
has not yet determined his relation 
with God he deceives himself, for by 
the time we have reached years of ac- 
countability we have fixed some re- 
ligion between ourselves and God. 


I am glad that I became a member 


of the church before I left home for 
college, because it helped me in these 
trying hours. 


I read In Genesis God created man, 


heaven and earth, and I am still 
standing on Genesis and waiting for 
some theory of creation thai, goes back 
of the beginning, 
I find that all the- 


ories of creation 
begin ,wlth some- 


thing—something with 
matter 
and 


force; and assuming that to be eter- 
nal, I have a right to assume, and I 
prefer to assume, the Creator back of 
creation, a designer back of the de- 
sign, and God back of the world, and 
I care not how much you draw out the 
process of creation so long as God 
stands back of it. 


You cannot shake my faith in Je- 


hovah. I know some believe in the 
loctrine that men 
came 
from the 


monkey. I do not. object to a man 
connecting his ancestors in that way 
if he cannot connect himself any bet- 
ter, but I have just 
this one fear 


about that doctrine: I hesitate at its 
truth hecause when a man connects 
himself with a monkey It makes BO 
much difference whether he is going 
toward him or from him, and I have 
seen some going toward him. I do not 
care what your authorities ore, so long 


God stands back of the world I can 


believe In him. 


Then, I have known some to worry 


about the miracles. I did some my- 
self. 
I examined a miracle to 
BOB 


what, was in it, and I found just two 
questions in a miracle: "Could God 
perform a miracle?" and "Did he want 
to?" 
A God who can make a -world 


can do anything he wants to. No one 
can deny the power of God to per- 


omnipotence of God. Would God per-

form a miracle? 
certain miracle? 
much trouble with thoso who would 
not fear enough to examine a mira- 
cle. Tho man you have trouble -with 


the man who says, "God would not 


perform a miracle." 
I dispose of him 


quickly. The person who says that 
God 
would 
not 
perform 
a 
mira- 


cle assumes to be the equal of God, 
for 
ho must be the equal of God to 


tell us what ho would and would not 
do. 
I have 
found 
It difficult to 


know of a certainty what God would 


year. 
Until the materialist can ex- 


plain a watermelon be not too sure 
that he knows all about nature's plans 
ami pnropses. - 


Ask me if I can understand all the 


mysteries of the Bible? 
No; it is not 


necessary. 
If a man complains.to me 


that I cannot explain nil the mysteries 
o£ the Bible, I tell him that if he will 
live up to all the things that he can 
understand he will not have time to 
worry about the rest 
My friends, if 


mysteries are io keep us from being 
Christians, they will keep us from do- 
ing anything, for we are surrounded 
by them. 


If a man refuses to eat anything un- 


til he can understand the mystery of 
its growth, lie will die of starvation. 
Mysteries do not bother us in the din- 
ing-room: it IB only in the church. 


There is something more mysterious 


than the life of the plant or the ani- 
mal; it is the spiritual life of the man. 
To my mind that is the most marvel- 
ous thing that man encounters. 
That 


Is to my miad more wonderful, more 
mysterious and more marvelous than 
any of the mysteries recorded in holy 
writ. 
I have known some to'object 


to the Christian religion because they 
cannot understand the theory of atone- 
ment—they cannot understand that 
one should die for us. 
It is not a 


strange doctrine. It is the most famil- 
iar doctrine from the time wo live un- 
til the end. From the time a mother's 
first child is horn, for twenty or twen- 


• ty-flve years her life is a life of sacri- 
fice. No child can repay the mother, 
and in the course o£ years the larger 
part of the debt is not paid from one 
generation to the next. Each genera- 
tion in turn suffers sacrifice and sur- 
renders for the generation that is to 
come. And that is not confined to the 
family circle. 
There is not a step in 


human, progress that has not some 
human, sacrifice, and no one is consid- 
ered great until he has reached a point 
to know how small he is in compari- 
son with the things that are to be ac- 
complished. 


A great orator has expressed the 


though that is expressed in the Bible. 
You know the Bible says that "He that 
saveth his life shall lose it."

a strange doctrine? 
All history pro- 


claims it^ truth. Well, he who surren- 
ders himself to help some cause great- 
er than himself finds a higher life than 
that which he surrenders.

Christ, we know, was pure, and 
his enemies could not apeak any ill 
of him, and in our trials and tempta- 
tions it is a consolation to us to know 
that he was tempted as we are and 
yet was without sin. 
He gave us a 


sample of humility, and humility is a 
virtue we should cultivate. 
If a man 


has money it is hard for him not to 
be proud of his money.. If he 
has 


learning he is apt to be proud of it. 
If he has distinguished ancestors he 
is apt to show his pride. 
A great 


many are getting distinguished ances- 
tors now who never had them before. 
If a man cannot find any ancestors to 
be proud of he thinks he is going to 
start some to be proud of. 


The virtue of forgiveness 
is the 


most difficult Christian virtue to cul- 
tivate, and yet it is-so important, that 
when Christ gave to his disciples the 
form of pray he made the measure of 
our forgiveness the measure by which 
we forgive.

Some have thought to purchase peace 
with money, and they have spent their 
lives trying to accumulate money, try- 
ing to get peace, and somo have failed 
to get the money. But those who have 
succeeded In getting a little money, 
have they bought peace? Ask the men 
of great wealth. They will all tell you 
the same story. 
They will tell you 


they spent the first part of their lives 
trying to got money from others, and 
the other'half trying to get money for 
others, and at tne last they are like 
Rockefeller—they cannot get people to 
take their money. I believe that this 
is a hopeful sign that wo have Been In 
America the last year—that Christiana 
have commenced to investigate 
the 


ethics of money-making. When repre- 
sentatives of the church, Interested in 
the spread of their work, seeing so 
many places where money can be used, 
say "No, we will not spend money that 
has blood upon it," I believe It is the 
best sign we have seen In recent years. 


In social circles, in every commun- 


ity, some think they are at the top, and 
that they can stay there, but" whether 
they are in the outside circle or the 
inside they cannot purchase peace. 


Whether honors come by inheritance 


or not they do not bring peace. Only 
a few can hold office in a county, statw 
or'nation. 


No, it is not in this way that peace 


can be secured, and I am glad that the 
Heavenly Father did not make the 
peace of tlio human heart dependent 
upon money or social position or hon- 
or. I am glad that he gave us (^re- 
cipe for peace 
within the 


every human being who has 
science void of offense which 
easy to the poor as the rich, and as 
easy for those who hava not political 
aspirations 
as for those who have. 


Those who spend a lifetime in the 
service of God need not bo told ot the 
peace that faith brings. Let me first 
speak to the young. Let me say to 
them that there Is no comfort that 
can compare with the 
comfort and 


peace that come from trust in God. 
The Bible is full of assurances that 
the life of the individual is precious 
in the sight of God. What is peace 
worth to the world? Christ is entitled 
to be called the Prince of Peace he- 
cause a line of assurance can be es- 
tablished between tho Father above 
and the child below, and then he is to 
be credited with abundant peace, and 
then Is he not made sure of immor- 
tality, and what is this worth to the 
world? I am as sure that man lives 
beyond the grave as I am sure that he 
lives today, and what peace has this 
brought to the heart of sorrowing men 
and women? 


When I was a young man, I wrote 


to Ingersoll and asked iiim for his 
views concerning God and immortality, 
and I received a letter from his secre- 
tary saying that Mr. Ingersoll was not 
at home,-hut the inclosed sketch mark- 
ed would ahswer tne question. I found 
tho Colonel did not say "There is no 
God." He said "I simply say I do not 
know." 
And from that day to this I 


have been asking myself: How could he 
find any pleasure In taking hope from 
one single human heart and putting in 
it such an icy doctrine; We do not 
know what the next world has for us— 
what pleasures are in store, but there 
is one punishment that would be 
mougli, if none other, and it. Is this: 
If a man In this world willingly in- 
jures his neighbor for his own advan- 
tage and will have io stand beside hid 
neighbor forever and have his neighbor- 
know how little and mean he was. 
This assurance that Christ has given 
us must have a powerful influence up- 
on men. Christ has given us a meas- 
ure of greatness that will promote 
peace.

1 
thank God tor the democracy of the 
heart.

quire about, the platform, but there is 
a platform more fundamental than any

have been applied to every question 
that ever arose in the history of th« 
world and can be to every question 
that will arise in the world to come. 
If I wero to apply this principle, dif-

No matter what we 'think 


about questions that come, and go wy 
cannot pronounce any as bad so long 
at it is in harmony with the doctrine, 
"Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
self." 1 admit it for my party. I 
charge it against all parties.' The tar- 
iff question. 
Wo have talked about 


that for one hundred years and when 
I went over to Europe a year ana a 
half ago'l found they were talking 
over (hero about it and I imagined 
that I was,home again. I can give you 
the substance of every'tariff speech 
you ever heard of. I went'two .hun- 
dred miles to bear a great republican 
make .a speech on the tariff, question. 
The farmers .were there with corn- 
stocks, and whenever the speaker told 
something they liked they would raise 
their corn stocks and hurrah. 
He 


spoke of the tariff on wool. Now we 
never made any argument on our side 
exactly like that. He said, "Vote for 
the gold standard. 
Why? 
Because 


you can buy more for a dollar than 
you used to could buy before prices 
fell." While they were making 
the 


arguments on that side, we were try- 
ing to point out that the farmer who 
had a debt to pay had to pay it. .with 
a larger share of his crop. Wheu we 
discuss the trust question, the ques- 
tion is whether it will pay better to 
have one great monopoly, or whether 
it pays better to have independent in- 
dustries, or competition, and even the 
question of materialism is dragged 
down to dollars and cents. I believe 
If we are 
going to consider 
those 


questions permanently that we have 
got to find out what is just between 
man and man and build a permanent 
government. 


Let me go a step further on: We 


can take the question of labor and cap- 
ital. We must meet this question. In 
the country districts the farmers do 
not know much about it. Why? Be- 
cause when one man employs a few 
men, 
the employer knows his men and 


they know him. But 
in 
the great 


cities when a man employs hundreds 
and thousands of mea, they do not 
know each other and there Is no sym- 
pathy and the gulf is ever widening. 
I say to you the relations between la- 
bor and capital were never 
more 


strained than they are today. This 
condition must not exist. 
The em- 


ployer 
and the employe must 
be 


brought together and 
the 
gulf re- 


moved. I know of but one remedy and 
it is the method of the 
Prince of 


Peace. It is to teach, both the employ- 
er and the employe thnt each is a part 
of the other and each must love the 
other as himself, and it is true with 
every question with which we arc to 
deal. When you come to meet a moral 
question there is only one basis and 
that is the basis of human brother- 
hood. I believe we can see on every 
liand evidences of the necessity to 
study Chrisiian principles as they ap- 
ply to the problems of todny.

find out what, it said about heaven, 
and now we arc reading it again ami 
find that Christ, came Io bring Iffe as 
well as immortality. More and more 
\-e will speak of him as the Prince ot 
Peace.
